With every available foot of space 
on the streets -around the school 
grounds now occupied by tall apart¬ 
ment houses, one wonders if any of 
the pupils can visualize how the lay 
of the land was a generation ago, and 
how the school came to be known as 
“Fanwood.” There are several on the 
Institution staff whose connection 
dates back over thirty years, and a 
few can even relate memories reaching 
fifty years into the past, but to 
the majority the “old times” are only 
a hazy legend 

Though the school was chartered in 
1817 and opened in 1818, it was not 
till 1853 that the present site was pur 
chased. The school was then located 
at Fiftieth Street and Fourth Ave¬ 
nue, and on looking for a place further 
uptown, the Board of Directors acquir 
ed a large estate that was the country 
seat of one Colonel James Monroe, 
who was related to President Monroe.

true Colonial style of architecture with 
the usual large portico supported by 
tall Ionic pillars. The estate extended 
from Amsterdam Avenue down to the 
river, and the house stood on the 
highest spot, commanding a fine pano¬ 
rama of the Hudson. Beautiful tulip 
and butternut trees surrounded the 
house, besides a few other imported 
species; there were flowers and potted 
plants in- plenty, and entwining the 
pillars was a stout wisteria vine that 
gave forth magnificent clusters of 
oriental flowers at blossom time. 

It is'not related who composed the 
family in this princely setting, but at 
least Colonel Monroe had a daughter 
named Fannie, who must have been 
the pride add joy of his aristocratic 
heart, for he linked her name with 
the leafy bouries of his land, and pro¬ 
cured the euphonious cognomen of 
FANWOOD. 

In 1856 the present main buildings 
of the Institution were ready for use, 
and the school moved therein. The' 
colonial residence eventually became 
the boys’ kindergarten and was knoiyn 
as the Mansion House. 

Years afterwards there came to the 
school^ one day, a sweet elderly lady, 
past seventy years old, reminiscent of 
lavender and old lace. She took keen 
delight in visiting around the Mansion 
Hpuse, and there was a wistful look 
in her eyes as fond memories came 
flowing back. She was the former 
Fannie Monroe—long agq married to 
Chrfifes Douglas Robinson, one of the 
city’s prominent men. On this visit, 
Principal Currier was her escort, and 
she led him to one of the upper rooms, 
and showed him a pane in one of the 
Kffidows, whereon she had, with her 
diamond ring, scratched her initials on 
the glass while a young girl. The 
Principal most gallantly had the glass 
carefully removed and presented to her 
as a memento. 

This section of Washington Heights 
retained much of its pastoral aspect I lore 
until twenty years ago, when the city 
built the subway system along Broad¬ 
way. Buildings began to spring up 
almost overnight and soon were crowd¬ 
ing against our doors. Subsequently 
parts of the school lands were sold, 
and in October, 1907, the Mansion 
House was torn down. And with it 
went much regret from the hearts of 
many who knew and loved the hallow¬ 
ed place so well. But even if the 
“march of progress” has obliterated 
ail trete of the sylvan beauty around 
our immediate vicinity, the beautiful 
name of “Fanwood” lives on.
